How  to  Plant 

1 —  Set  plants  slightly  deeper 
than  in  nursery. 

2 —  Spread  out  roots  naturally. 

3 —  Shake  good  soil  down 
among  roots — work  in  with 

fingers. 

4 —  Shake  tree  up  and  down  to 
settle  dirt. 

5 —  Tread  soil  firmly  when  hole 
is  half  full. 

6 —  Fill  hole  and  tramp  soil. 

7 —  Leave  loose  soil  on  top  or 
cover  ground  with  mulch. 

8 —  Pocket  left  to  catch  water. 


NOTE:  Always  keep  the  roots  covered.  Dig  hole  large  enough  to  receive  plant  without  bending 
roots.  Break  up  subsoil  when  it  is  very  hard.
